SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video recording Tied, Trained and Transformed 
as: 

Objectionable. 

Tied, Trained and Transformed, contains a significant amount of sexual activity and 
bondage and discipline practices. The focus of the feature is the sexual 
transformation of a male, which takes place against his will. The male is initially 
drugged and restrained. He is then subjected to verbal abuse, humiliation, and 
whipped in order to gain his participation in sexual activity and break his masculine 
spirit. 

Particular weighting has been given to the manner in which the male is coerced into 
sexual activity and to the fact that he is demeaned by the activity which takes place. 
The male’s apparent lack of choice has been given significant weighting. 

Section 14 of the NZBR Act has been balanced against the extent, degree and 
manner in which this publication demeans, and degrades the male participant, and the 
use of coercion in association with sexual conduct. However, it is considered in this 
instance that overriding si 4 is reasonable and justified given the likely injury to the 
public good. 
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
